During discussion instant date with United States 
Attorney (USA) WILLIAM J. MULLIGAN, Eastern District of 
Wisconsin (EDW), Milwaukee, he requested the FBI institute 
investigation of captioned organization. Mr. MULLIGAN re- 
ported that based on newspaper reports and discussions with 
personnel of the Milwaukee County District Attorney’s Office, 
he believes that a sizeable element of black organized crime 
exists in the Milwaukee area, and its illegal activities re- 
late to narcotics, prostitution, gambling, and stolen prop- 
erty.

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Black Syndicate 
Takes Hold Here

A Black Mafia — a criminal organi- 
zation of blacks dedicated to getting, 
rich and apparently not above killing 
and torture — has developed in Mil- 
waukee. 

The organization is not much more 
than a year old, but many sources say 
it could surpass the Italian Mafia in 
organizational strength and capacity 
fo£ violence. 

Many sources said they believed 
narcotics trafficking would do for the 
B^ck Mafia what bootlegging during 


Prohibition did for the Italian Mafia 
50 years ago; that is, provide a source 
of power and profit. 

Members of the organization call 
themselves The Family, sources said. 
They have modeled their structure af- 
ter the traditional Italian Mafia with a 
d o n or boss, underboss, lieutenants 
and soldiers. 

The size of the group could not be 
learned. 

Federal, state and local police offi- 
cers have been reluctant to talk about 
the Black Mafia. Some of them admit, 
however, that there is a Black Mafia 
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^Milwaukee and that its pri- 
mary concern is narcotics traf- 
ficking. 

'•There have been blacks 
deeply involved in major drug 
activity in Milwaukee for a 
j number, of years," one police 
source said. "Many of these 
major drug operators now be- 
long to the inner workings of 
the Black Mafia or Family." 

Other sources said the Black 
Mafia was beginning to control 
; more gambling operations and 
I some burglary and fencing 
rings. 

Contacts Tor Years 
"It's limited, though, you 
know," one said. "Like in sto- 
len* property — it takes white 
contacts to unload stolen 
goods for decent money. It 
takes a while to getthesexon- 
tacts." 

Sources said black-narcotics 
dealers had had contacts with 
whites for years, principally 
with Italian mob figures, since- 
blacks- had been necessary to 
the Italian Mafia for the distri- 
1 button* of narcotics ‘in the black 
community. 

"We're certain that Italian 
mafiosi have financially 
backed some of the large nar- 
colics transactions made re- 
cently by blacks," said one 
j state official. 

The Milwaukee Journal re- 
ported in November that the 
Black Mafia had been able to 
grow and strengthen itself as 
the Italian Mafia moved away 
fronj control of organized 
criminal activity. 

As the blacks take control of 
gambling, prostitution and 


I narcotics, the Italians, accord- 
ing to sources, have been 
moving toward white collar 
crimes, such as bank frauds. 

- Descriptions of the Blac-k 
Mafia ‘ offered* by Ihner City 
sources bear similarities to the 
traditional Italian Mafia. 

■'Mean, Nasty" 

"The Family," said one 
black source, "has a set of 
rules like the Italians. Like si- 
lence and loyalty and taking 
your bumps if you get caught 
by the police. 

"These people are mean and 
they're nasty. You don't cross 
them. They don't care one 
- — about wasting some- 
body." 

A source said The Family 
was behind the killing last Feb- 
ruary of Thomas (Tommy 
Slick) West, 26. He was killed 
in his N. 24th PL apartment 
with a shotgun and a pistol. 

"It was a drug related 
thing," the source said. "They 
wasted him when, he failed to 
pay money that was owed." 

Columbia University sociolo- 
gist Francis Ianni, who has 
specialized in the study of or- 
ganized crime, suggested that 
Black. Mafias are significantly 
different from Italian Mafias 
in at least one respect — mili- 
tancy. He wrote in 1974: 

"What could serve to 
strengthen the organization of 
black organized crime net- 
works and, more important, 
bring them together under one 
code of behavior ... is black 
militancy. Previous ethnic 
groups involved with orga- 
nized crime — the Irish 4 the, 


Jews and the Italians — were 
desperately trying to become 
'Americans.' 

Family Structure 
"Now, however, the blacks 
are beginning to come into im- 
portance in organized crime at 
a time when being black/ being 
a brother or a sister, serves to 
.create a family type structure 
based upon militancy." 

Sources said the Black Ma- 
fia here originated at a black 
social club in the Inner City, 
which continues to operate. 
The don or head of The Family 
was a leader of the club, 
sources said. 

He was described by ac- 
quaintances as quiet and soft 
spoken, about 40, and known 
for his ability to become quite 
violent. 

Members of The Family are 
often seen at a popular North 
Side tavern. 

Many Unaware 
"Most of the people itn the 
black community are not 
aware of The Family," one 
source said. "Those that do 
know about it — mostly the 
older people — are totally 
against it. Many of the young- 
er people think of the mem- 
bers as some kind of heroes 
— walking cocky, driving nice 
wheels, wearing, nice clothes. 

"A lot of people, though, see 
drugs in the neighborhood and 
blame Whitey for it, not The 
Family."

First degree murder charges 
were issued against two men 
Thursday in a fatal shooting 
that officials said was linked 
- to black Organized crime. 

Officials said a third man 
would have jeen charged had 
he not been found dead Wed- 
nesday of an apparent suicide. 

Charged i 1 the Jan^lslaying 
of Bobbie Bale Johnson, 23, of 
2208 W. Lloyd St., were John- 
son’s brother, Lelon, Johns oiQ 
32, of the Lloyd JSt addresg; 
"^and Eugene Terrellf 26; 

Terrell already was being 
held in the County Jail on an- 
other first degree murder 
charge. Johnson was being 
held in southern California on 
a minor drug charge. 

The third suspect in the 
Johnsori slaying, Robert Cam- 
eron, 32, was found dead in a 
car in Lake Forest, 111. At the 
time, he was being sought in 
connection with the fatal 
shooting of a 19 year old man
